of a treaty which will be entered 
between the seven states in the 
river basin an d th# federal gov- 
ernm ent. 
The commission head­ 
ed 
by 
Herbert 
Hoover. 
its 
chairm an began its meetings here 
in executive session on Nov. 9. 
The commission did not 
a n ­ 
nounce all of the details of the 
compart. 
The 
agreem ent 
will 
provide for dividing the basin In­ 
to two groups. 
Utah. 
Colorado. 
Wyoming and New Mexico will be 
placed in the upper division of 
the white Arizona, Nevada 
and 
California will be in the lower 
dlvison. 
These divisions will di­ 
vide the waters of the river. 
Much of the commission’s time 
since it convened has been occu­ 
pied In the discussion of technical 
details.

concerning any provision for pos­ 
sible future requirem ents for the 
republic of Mexico. 
Agriculture will be given pref­ 
erence In rights for use of the 
Water of the stream, according to 
the commission and none of the 
existing rights in the river basin 
will be disturbed.

“ Spring flowering bulbs may be 
planted out of doors from Sep­ 
tember *o December. 
October is 
the ideal time for pluming, how­ 
ever, as this allows the bulb to 
•become established and make a 
vigorous root growth hetero the 
ground freezes. 
In preparing the 
bed, one must bear in mind that 
good drainage is essential. 
It is 
best if 1 he bed or border is raised 
slightly so that the 
bulbs 
are 
above the level of the 
adjacent

deep and two Inches a p a rt; and 
lilies 5 inches deep and 12 inches 
apart. 
Be sure that bulbs of the 
same kind are set at th e same 
depth so that there will be a uni­ 
form development In the spring, 
thus making sure that they will 
all flower at the sam** time. 
It 
Is advisable to mulch the 
bed* 
with straw, leaves, or straw-mau- 
ure aft* r the 
ground 
freezes. 
This keeps the frost in the ground 
aud prevents the alternate freez­ 
ing ami thrawing which causes 
tho soil to heave, thus injuring 
the roots. 
This mulch should be 
removed early in the spring be­ 
fore the bulbs start into growth.
